TEXAS CATTLE 
MEN IN HARD 
SITUATION NOW 


By the Associated Press 
FORT WORTH. Tex., Aug. 16.— 
Texas cattlemen are facing a very 
serious situation, which 
has 
its 
bearings on the country's beef sup- 
uly, due to their inability to get 
loans, according to A. C. Williams, 
assistant secretary 
of 
the Cattle 
Raisers Association of Texas. 
He 
said that th© money stringency was 
bringing about the depletion of ex­ 
isting 
herds 
and 
preventing 
the 
banding up of new ones. 
“ More good pasturing is going 
to waste in the cattle country than 
for many years," 
Mr. 
Williams 
said, "Range conditions in Texas 
elsewhere have been ideal for 
th e past year, and prices though un­ 
satisfactory, have not in general 
m eant actual loss to the stockmen. 
The relatively low prices prevailing 
have been in goodly measure a re­ 
volt of the inability 
to 
obtain 
credits. 
“The present financial situation, 
however, following on the heels of 
severe droughts in both the South­ 
west 
and 
northwest, 
is 
bringing 
about a 
reduction of 
the cattle 
population which must in the end 
inAMn 
mounting 
beef 
prices 
and 
nation-wide economic loss. 
“On a recent trip through west 
Texas and New Mexico, I had oc­ 
casion to observe that many pas­ 
tures were 
unstocked 
or 
thinly 
stocked, 
and 
inquiry 
developed 
the fact that owners were anxious 
to stock and had plenty of security 
o at could not obtain loans. 
“ Many cattlemen whose ranches 
were stocked were being compelled 
to liquidate, and thousands of cat­ 
tle which should normally be used 
for breeding, or at least for develop­ 
m ent into finished beef, were being 
wold for slaughter. 
“The sheep raising interests of 
A e San Angelo country are even 
r a r e seriously threatened than the 
ra ttle interests. This is due in part 
to th e financial stringency, and is 
having its bearing on the cattle 
rituation. 
“The principal factor in the sheep 
i*s problem, however, appears to 
the virtual withdrawal of the 
>1 buyers from the market. The 
wool crop this year in the San 
Angelo country is estimated at be­

##0 pounds over former years. 
“Comparatively little of that has 
been marketed, because the buy­ 
er*, having comfortable stocks on 
band, are not offering anything like 
a fair price.
